WHEREAS,  MOCI  in  partnership  with  DCYF/CRN's  will  leverage  existing  intensive 
case  management  of  high-risk  juvenile  offenders  in  hotspot  neighborhoods  through  securing 
JABG  funds  for  greatly  needed  vehicles  for  safe  transportation  and  highly  structured  youth 
leadership  and  team  building  retreats,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Director  of  MOCI  is  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  submit  the  JABG  application  and  sign 
the  Grant  Agreement  with  CSA,  including  any  amendments  thereof;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  agrees  to  provide  all 
matching  funds  required  for  said  project,  a  10%  match  will  be  provided  by  DCYF  from  existing 
CRN  intensive  case  management  funds;  and  abide  by  the  statutes  and  regulations  governing 
the  JABG  Program  as  well  as  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Grant  Agreement  as  set  forth  by 
CSA;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  grant  funds  received  hereunder  shall  not  be  used  to 
supplant  expenditures  controlled  by  this  body;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  grant  funds  received  will  be  encumbered  by  June  30,  2009 
and  liquidated  by  September  29,  2009,  and  no  requests  for  extension  will  be  submitted,  and 
WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  amendment;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  grant  permits  indirect  costs  at  5%  of  total  grant  costs,  be  it 
FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  include  in  the 
budget  indirect  costs  at  5%  of  total  grant  costs.

Resolution  commending  Robert  A.  Corrigan  for  twenty  years  of  remarkable  service  as 
President  of  San  Francisco  State  University.

Resolution  approving  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Contract  No.  CS-149,  Program 
Management  and  Construction  Management  Services  for  the  Central  Subway  Project 
with  Central  Subway  Partnership,  A  Joint  Venture  of  AECOM  USA,  Inc.  and  EPC 
Consultants  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $147,375,171  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  five 
years  with  an  option  to  extend  the  term  an  additional  five  years. 


WHEREAS,  On  February  19,  2008,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  (SFMTA)  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No,  08-030,  which  authorized  the 
Executive  Director/CEO  of  SFMTA  to  advertise  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP),  select  the 
most  qualified  proposer,  and  negotiate  a  contract  with  that  proposer  to  procure  program 
management  and  construction  management  services  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $82,000,000r00, 
and  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  five  years  with  an  option  to  extend  term  by  an  additional  five 
years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  anticipated  complexity  of  the  Central  Subway  Project,  in  proximity  to 
sensitive  urban  structures  and  facilities,  poses  significant  program  coordination,  management, 
design  and  construction  challenges  to  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  does  not  have  the  specialized  expertise  or  staff  resources  to 
design  and  manage  a  project  of  this  size  and  intricacy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  conducted  a  competitive  selection  process,  and  Central 
Subway  Partners'  proposal  was  the  highest  ranked  of  two  responsible  and  responsive 
proposers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Staff  and  Central  Subway  Partners  l^^ave  engaged  in  a  lengthy  and 

detailed  contract  negotiation  to  determine  the  costs  and  resources  necessary  to  provide  the 
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Central  Subway  Project  comprehensive  program  management  and  construction  management 
services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  final  scope  of  consultant  services  will  be  set  out  in  annual  work  plans 
and  task  orders,  to  be  approved  by  the  ED/CEO  or  his  designee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  negotiated  amount  for  the  base  contract  work  during  the  initial  five 
year  term  is  not  to  exceed  $85,139,092  wl^ich  is  in  tho  range  of  tho  original  engioeef^ 
estimate  for  the  wor-k-at-$82,000.000 ,  These  services  include  additional  tasks  deemed 
necessary  bv  the  SFMTA  to  support  the  piQje^t_as_it_adyances  from  design  to  construction. 
These  additional  support  tasks  exceed  the  estimates  identified  in  the  original  engineer's 
estimate  of  $82.000.000:  and, 

WHEREAS,  Optional  services  vjere  negotiated  to  be  performed  during  the  initial  five 
year  terms  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 0,493,81 8,  which  options  can  be  exercised  at  the 
sole  discretion  of  the  SFMTA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Services  during  the  optional  second  five-year  term  were  negotiated  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $51 ,742,261  which  option  may  be  exercised  at  the  s_oie  discretion  of  the 
SFMTA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Executive  Director/CEO  of  SFMTA  shall  inform  the  SFMTA  Board  of 
Directors  when  the  SFMTA  exercises  an  option  under  this  Contract;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  SFMTA  shall  provide  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  updates  on 
changes  to  the  overall  Central  Subway  Project  budget,  changes  in  revenue  forecasts  and

WHEREAS,  Services  provided  under  this  contract  are  subject  to  and  contingent  upon 
ponding  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  developed 
project  descriptions  for  water  infrastructure  improvements  as  part  of  the  SFPUC's  Water 
System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  for  theTesIa  Portal  Disinfection  Facility  and  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Advanced  Disinfection  Facility  (now  The  Tesia  Treatment  Facility,  WSIP-funded 
Project  No.  CUW38401)  and  the  Lawrence  Livermore  Water  Quality  Improvements  (WSIP- 
funded  Project  No.  CUW36401),  collectively  referred  to  as  the  San  Joaquin  Regional  Water 
Quality  Improvement  Project  (the  "Project"),  and 

WHEREAS,  The  objectives  of  the  Project  are  to  meet  current  and  foreseeable  future 
federal  and  state  water  quality  requirements  and  reduce  the  vulnerability  of  the  system  to 
earthquakes  and  other  seismic  hazards  by  improvements  to  already  existing  uses  at  two  sites: 
the  TesIa  Portal  site  and  Thomas  Shaft  site  in  San  Joaquin  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (DEIR)  for  the  Project  was  prepared 
and  published  for  public  review  on  August  25,  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  public  comments  on  the  Draft  EIR  were  received  between  August  25, 
2008  and  October  8,  2008;  and 
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WHEREAS,  on  December  18,  2008,  the  Planning  Commission  reviewed  and 
considered  the  Final  EIR  in  Planning  Department  File  No.  2007052109,  consisting  of  the  Draft 
EIR  and  the  Comments  and  Responses  document,  and  found  that  the  contents  of  said  report 
and  the  procedures  through  which  the  Final  EIR  was  prepared,  publicized  and  reviewed 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  the  CEQA 
Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31 ")  and 
found  further  that  the  Final  EIR  reflected  the  independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  was  adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  and  that  the  Comments 
and  Responses  document  contained  no  significant  revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  certified  the 
completion  of  said  Final  EIR  in  compliance  with  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31 
in  its  Motion  No.  17784;  a  copy  of  the  motion  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  board  in  File  No. 
081582        and  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  SFPUC  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in  the 
Final  EIR,  all  written  and  oral  information  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  the  public, 
relevant  public  agencies,  SFPUC  and  other  experts  and  the  administrative  files  for  the  WSIP 
and  the  Final  EIR;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  December  18,  2008,  at  a  special  public  meeting  of  the  SFPUC,  the 
Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  08-  0234,  in  which  the  SFPUC:  (1)  adopted  CEQA 
Findings,  including  the  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  (Attachment  A),  adopted  the 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP),  (Attachment  B),  and  the  Standard 
Construction  Measures  and  Greenhouse  Gas  Reduction  Actions  (Attachment  C),  which 
SFPUC  Resolution  and  Attachments  are  incorporated  herein  as  part  of  this  Resolution  by  this 
reference  thereto,  and  (2)  authorized  a  request  to  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  to  adopt  the  same 
CEQA  Findings,  Statement  and  MMRP  (collectively  referred  to  herein  as  "SFPUC  CEQA 
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Findings");  and  (3)  approved  the  Project  and  authorized  staff  to  proceed  with  actions 
necessary  to  implement  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  CEQA  Findings  reflected  the  SFPUC's  independent  review 
and  consideration  of  the  relevant  environmental  information  contained  in  the  Final  EIR  and  the 
administrative  record;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  CEQA  Findings  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.     081582        and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  had  the  opportunity  to  review  and  consider  the  Final  EIR  and  the 
administrative  record,  which  is  located  at  the  Planning  Department  at  1650  Mission  Street, 
Suite  400,  in  File  No.  2007052109.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered 
the  SFPUC  CEQA  Findings  made  with  respect  to  the  construction  and  implementation  of  the 
Project,  and  finds  that  there  are  no  changed  circumstances  or  other  factors  present  that  would 
trigger  the  need  or  requirement  for  additional  environmental  review  for  this  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  endorses  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures 
identified  in  the  SFPUC  CEQA  Findings  and  recommends  for  adoption  any  mitigation 
measures  that  are  enforceable  by  agencies  other  than  City  agencies,  all  as  set  forth  in  the 
SFPUC  CEQA  Findings,  including  the  MMRP  contained  in  the  referenced  SFPUC  CEQA 
Findings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  social,  economic,  technological  and 
other  benefits  warrant  approval  of  the  Project  notwithstanding  the  unavoidable  significant 
impacts  identified  in  the  FEIR,  as  described  in  the  SFPUC  CEQA  Findings  (see  Attachment  A, 
Section  IV).  The  Project  does  not  have  any  project-specific  significant  and  unavoidable 
impacts,  however,  because  the  Project  is  a  component  of  the  WSIP  it  will  contribute  to  such

WHEREAS,  the  electricity  generated  at  the  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  is:  (1)  used  by  the 
City  to  meet  some  of  its  energy  needs,  (2)  provided  to  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  to  meet  the  City's  obligations  under  the  Raker  Act,  and,  (3)  sold  to  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2005,  the  PUC  awarded  contract  HH-910  to  replace  the  stator  windings 
(otherwise  known  as  "rewind")  in  KPHI  and  KPH2;  and 

WHEREAS,  when  it  came  time  to  rewind  KPHI ,  the  PUC  discovered  that  its  stator  core 
was  damaged,  rendering  KPHI  inoperable  because  KPH1  cannot  be  rewound  without  first 
replacing  the  stator  core;  and 

WHEREAS,  KPH1  will  not  be  available  to  generate  electricity  during  the  runoff  season 
if  its  stator  core  is  not  replaced  and  the  unit  is  not  immediately  returned  to  service;  and

WHEREAS,  As  early  as  10  years  ago,  then  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano  made  official 
inquiries  about  the  BART  Police  and  asked  the  BART  Board  of  Directors  to  consider  creating 
a  civilian  oversight  body  to  investigate  claims  of  misconduct  by  its  police  force;  and 

WHEREAS,  Requests  for  independent  civilian  oversight  have  fallen  on  deaf  ears  as  it 
has  been  more  than  a  decade  and  the  BART  Board  of  Directors  has  not  taken  any  steps  to 
establish  a  civilian  oversight  agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  egregious  nature  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  death  of

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  San  Francisco  hosted  15.8  million  visitors  who  spent  $7.8  billion 
during  their  stay  or  $21  million  a  day,  making  tourism  one  of  San  Francisco's  most  important 
industries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Visitor  dollars  spent  here  generated  over  $473  million  in  taxes  and  fees 
that  support  the  City's  general  budget,  health  and  safety,  arts  and  cultural  organizations, 
recreational  facilities  and  low-income  housing  and  also  supported  about  68,650  jobs  in 
hospitality  and  tourism  industries  (about  $1.8  in  local  payroll);  and,

Resolution  authorizing  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  to  accept  a  gift  of  services  with  an 
estimated  value  of  $430,000  from  the  Copra  Crane  Labor  Landmark  Association,  a  non- 
profit organization,  for  the  restoration  and  preservation  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco's 
"Copra  Crane,"  located  at  Pier  84. 

WHEREAS,  The  Copra  Crane  stands  5-storles  high  and  weighs  approximately  16,000 
pounds  and  was  last  used  in  1974  to  remove  copra  (dried  coconut)  imported  from  the 
Philippines  from  cargo  vessels;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Copra  Crane,  operated  by  Longshoreman  at  Pier  84,  is  the  only 
remnant  of  hand-operated  machinery  for  loading  and  unloading  bulk  cargo  on  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Copra  Crane  is  an  important  part  of  the  Port's  labor  and  operating 
history,  and  is  recognized  by  the  City's  Planning  Department  and  the  State  Office  of  Historic 
Preservation  as  a  historic  resource  eligible  for  listing  on  the  Historic  Register  of  Historic 
Places;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Copra  Crane  is  in  a  state  of  great  disrepair,  and  at  risk  of  falling  into 
Islais  Creek;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Copra  Crane  Labor  Landmark  Association  (CCLI_A)  is  an  organization 
developed  for  and  committed  to  restoring  the  Copra  Crane  as  an  industrial  artifact  and  tribute 
to  the  many  laborers  who  worked  on  San  Francisco's  waterfront;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCLLA  has  offered  the  Port  a  gift  of  services  with  an  estimated  value  of 
$430,000  to  restore  the  Copra  Crane,  and  a  letter  memorializing  this  offer  is  on  file  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Port  Commission;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  CCLLA's  proposal  for  restoration  of  the  crane  is  consistent  with  the  Port's 
and  community's  interest  in  preserving  the  iconic  structure,  and  Port  staff  have  approved  of 
the  proposed  rehabilitation  and  determined  that  is  consistent  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior's  Standards  for  the  Treatment  of  Historic  Properties;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CCLLA  will  oversee  and  coordinate  all  work  on  the  Copra  Crane  and  will 
make  sure  that  all  contractors  doing  work  on  the  crane  have  secured  all  necessary  approvals, 
including  an  encroachment  permit  from  the  Port  that  requires  proof  of  insurance  and 
indemnification  of  the  Port  and  City:  and, 

WHEREAS,  CCLLA  itself  will,  prior  to  commencing  the  restoration  project,  release  the 
Port  and  the  City,  and  indemnify  and  hold  them  harmless  from  any  liability  arising  from  the 
restoration  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  23,  2008,  through  Port  Commission  Resolution  08-62,  the 
Port  Commission  authorized  Port  staff  to  accept  a  gift  of  services  in  the  amount  of  $430,000 
for  restoration  of  the  Copra  Crane;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  gift  does  not  create  any  new  positions,  and  will  not  require  an

(PPPCM)  Services  Agreement  No.  CS-765  to  Parsons  Water  and  Infrastructure  Inc. 
(Parsons),  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $38  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  13,  2007,  by  Resolution  No.  07-0193,  the  SFPUC  approved 
a  $19,000,000  amendment  (Amendment  No.  1)  to  the  PPPCM  Agreement  to  provide 
additional  program,  project  and  pre-construction  management  services  through  July  25,  2010; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  5,  2008,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directed  SFPUC  staff  to  lower 
the  amount  of  Amendment  No.  1  and  undertake  a  competitive  selection  process  to  address 
the  remaining  program  management  consulting  needs  of  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  (WSIP);  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  July  10,  2008,  the  SFPUC  advertised  a  request  for  proposals  (RFP)  for 
CS-940,  Program  Management  for  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program,  and  proposals 
were  received  on  September  19,  2008,  from  two  firms:  Program  Delivery  Partners,  a  joint 
venture  between  Parsons  and  AECOM  WATER  (AECOM),  and  CH2M  HILL;  and 

WHEREAS,  Program  Delivery  Partners  was  the  highest-ranking  proposer  for  CS-940;

WHEREAS,  In  the  proposal,  Program  Delivery  Partners  divided  the  tasks  included  in 
CS-940  so  that  Parsons  would  perform  pre-construction  program  management  related  tasks 
and  AECOM  would  perform  construction  management  related  tasks;  and

Annual  Reports  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  required  by  Section  36650  of  the 
Streets  and  Highways  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  Sections  36614.5  and  36650 
of  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract  with  a  private 
nonprofit  entity  referred  to  as  an  "Owners'  Association"  to  administer  the  District  Programs. 
An  Owners'  Association  may  be  an  existing  nonprofit  entity  or  a  newly  formed  nonprofit  entity. 
An  Owners'  Association  is  a  private  entity  and  may  not  be  considered  a  public  entity  for  any 
purpose,  nor  may  its  board  members  or  staff  be  considered  to  be  public  officials  for  any 
purpose;  provided,  however,  that  an  Owner's  Association  must  comply  with  the  Ralph  M. 
Brown  Act  (Chapter  9  (commencing  with  Section  54950)  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5  of  the 
Government  Code),  at  all  times  when  its  board  of  directors  or  any  committee  thereof  hears, 
considers  or  deliberates  on  matters  concerning  the  District,  and  must  comply  with  the 
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California  Public  Records  Act  (Chapter  3.5  (commencing  with  Section  6250)  of  Division  7  of 
Title  1  of  the  Government  Code),  for  purposes  of  providing  public  access  to  records  relating  to 
the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  an  Owners'  Association  is  obligated  to  hold  in  trust  all  funds  it  receives 
from  the  City  that  are  derived  from  the  City's  levy  and  collection  of  the  Assessments,  and  to 
use  such  funds  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  implementing  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  administering,  managing  and  providing  District  Programs  set  forth  in  the  Plan,  Resolution 
of  Formation,  and  annual  budgets  submitted  by  the  Owners'  Association  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  is  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  has 
negotiated  an  agreement  with  the  owners'  California  nonprofit  corporation  that  also  uses  the 
name  Verba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District  Corporation,  to,  in  good  faith  and  with 
diligence  as  the  Owners'  Association  for  the  District,  develop,  implement,  direct,  manage, 
administer,  operate  and  ensure  the  timely  provision  of  the  District  Programs  ("Management 
Agreement"  or  "Agreement").  The  Management  Agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  090027       and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994, 
the  Resolution  of  Formation  and  the  express  terms  of  the  Management  Agreement,  the 
Agreement  shall  not  be  binding  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  Agreement  by 
resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  the  property  owners  within  the

WHEREAS,  On  April  21,  1980,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  subdivision  map 
for  the  Property  "subject  to  compliance  by  the  subdivider  with  all  of  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
Resolution  No.  8419  of  the  City  Planning  Commission"  and  "compliance  by  the  subdivider 
with  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  Subdivision  Code  and  amendments  thereto;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  the  Program  permitted  the  release  of  a  BMR  Unit  from  the 
Program  if  the  owner  of  the  BMR  Unit  demonstrated  that  it  has  marketed  but  it  could  not  sell 
the  Unit  at  the  restricted  price  for  an  extended  period  of  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  records  maintained  by  MOH,  fifteen  (15)  BMR  Units  at  the 
Property  were  released  from  the  Program  on  or  before  November  1983  because  the  owner  of 
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the  BMR  Unit  demonstrated  that  it  had  nnarketed  but  could  not  sell  the  Unit  at  the  restricted

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  developed  a  consistent  practice  of  including  a  notation 
directly  on  recorded  subdivision  maps  to  designate  BMR  Units  under  the  Program,  this 
practice  developed  after  the  subdivision  of  the  Property.  In  the  case  of  the  Property,  the  City

WHEREAS,  The  original  subdivision  map  for  the  Property  is  unavailable  and  the 
contents  of  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  337-80  is  not  legible  on  the  copy  of  the  map, 
recorded  in  the  Assessor/Recorder's  Office,  and  on  file  in  Clerk  of  the  Board  file  No.

WHEREAS,  This  is  the  only  Property  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  aware  offer

on  the  district's  public  streets  and  lots; 

(2)  The  concentration  of  such  establishments  in  the  particular  zoning  district  for  which 
they  are  proposed  does  not  appear  to  adversely  impact  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
residents  of  nearby  areas,  including  fear  for  the  safety  of  children,  elderly  and  disabled 
residents,  and  visitors  to  San  Francisco;  and

Resolution  urging  Congress  to  pass  the  Uniting  American  Families  Act  and  supporting 
the  removal  of  legal  barriers  to  immigration  by  permanent  same-sex  partners. 

WHEREAS,  Every  American  is  entitled  to  equal  protection  under  the  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  immigration  system  is  largely  based  upon  the  principle  of  family 
unification;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federal  law  does  not  currently  recognize  permanent  same-sex  partners 
for  immigration  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  results  in  thousands  of  US  citizens  being  forced  into  exile  to  be  with 
foreign-born  partners,  causing  unnecessary  hardship,  separation  from  family  members  and

Resolution  Requesting  San  Francisco's  Congressional  and  State  Legislative 
Delegations  Reform  Laws  Governing  use  of  Public,  Education  and  Government  Cable 
Access  System  Funds.

WHEREAS,  The  Digital  Infrastructure  and  Video  Competition  Act  OF  2006  (DIVCA) 
removed  cable  television  franchising  from  the  jurisdiction  of  local  governments  and 
transferred  that  authority  to  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  thereby  subverting  local 
authority  to  guarantee  resources  to  produce  programming  for  the  benefit  of  and  directly 
addressing  the  specific  issues,  needs  and  concerns  of  local  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  opportunity  for  municipalities  to  negotiate  future  operational  funding 
for  the  Public,  Education  and  Government  (PEG)  cable  access  system  in  San  Francisco  and 
California  is  prohibited  by  DIVCA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Communications  Act  of  1934  and  DIVCA  permit  franchising 
authorities  to  require  capital  funds  for  PEG  channels,  but  prohibits  these  funds  from  being 
used  for  providing  video  and  electronic  media  training  to  the  public  and  as  well  as  support  for 
the  necessary  operations  of  PEG  access  channels;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the  these  restrictions  under  the  Federal  Communications 
Act  of  1934  and  DIVCA,  significant  operational  funding  for  public  access  television  in  San 
Francisco  will  be  eliminated  with  the  expiration  of  the  Comcast  Cable  Franchise  on  Jtme 
^December  31.  2009;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  These  restrictions  gravely  threaten  the  very  existence  of  public  access 
and  the  PEG  access  in  not  only  San  Francisco,  but  across  the  State  of  California  as  well;  and 

WHEREAS,  PEG,  access  channels  and  community  media  centers  that  provide 
electronic  media  tools  and  training  in  how  to  use  those  tools  exist  as  a  result  of  the  regulatory 
frame  work  for  cable  television  that  has  been  in  place  at  the  federal  level  for  over  30  years; 
and 

WHEREAS,  PEG  access  is  and  has  been  an  essential  component  in  our  public  media 
"greenspace"  where  community  issues  and  concerns  can  be  discussed  and  debated  without 
the  interference  of  commercial  values;  and 

WHEREAS,  Electronic  media  remains  at  the  core  of  all  information  delivery  and 
exchange;  and 

WHEREAS,  Civic  participation  on  the  part  of  the  underserved  is  greatly  aided  by 
gaining  access  to  locally  managed  opportunities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Public  access  television  and  the  PEG  system  is  a  valuable 
telecommunications  resources  for  the  citizens  and  government  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  could  lose  millions  of  dollars  worth 
of  production  facilities  and  cable  channel  capacity  without  funding  for  operations  of  said 
facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  access  channels  and  access  training  and  services  in  San 
Francisco  are  managed  by  a  nonprofit  organization  called  the  San  Francisco  Community 
Television  Corporation  (CTC),  doing  business  as  "Access  SF";  and 

WHEREAS,  Access  SF  annually  provides  over  2,500  hours  of  local,  grassroots, 
community-based  programming  for,  by  and  about  San  Franciscans  as  well  as  providing 
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training,  community  media  services  and  specialized  workforce  development  to  local 
nonprofits  organizations  and  tlie  public;  and, 

WHEREAS  Educational  access  channels  are  operated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  as  "EATV";  and 

WHEREAS  EATV  provides  innovative  educational  programming  to  meet  the  changing 
needs  of  the  diverse  San  Francisco  communitv.  as  well  as  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  students,  faculty,  families,  staff,  administrators,  and 
their  Boards:  and 

WHEREAS  EATV  serves  a  larger  educational  mission  for  San  Francisco  by  providing 
information  about  community  resources;  by  being  an  outlet  for  student  video,  film  and 
multimedia  productions:  by  providing  training  and  internship  opportunities;  by  broadcasting 
San  Francisco  Unified  and  Community  College  Board  meetings:  and,  bv  offering  access  to 
information  and  education  to  those  who  are  physically  challenged  or  housebound:  and 

WHEREAS  Government  access  channels  are  operated  bv  SFGTV  within  the  City's 
Department  of  Technology;  and 

WHEREAS  SFGTV  provides  live  cablecasts  of  all  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
meetings.  City  commission  meetings.  Mayoral  Press  conferences  as  well  as  many  other 
community  events  and  video  programming  that  provides  essential  information  about  City 
government  services  and  programs:  and 

WHEREAS  Access  SF.  EATV  and  SFGTV  remain  the  only  alternatives  for  cable 
television  viewers  that  offer  exclusively  local,  noncommercial,  and  diverse  programming  about 
San  Francisco  and  San  Franciscans;  and. 

WHEREAS,  January  6,  2009  has  been  proclaimed  "San  Francisco  Community 
Television  Corporation  Day"  by  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  in  recognition  of  its  20**^  Anniversary; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
requests  that  its  United  States  Congressional  Delegation  initiate  reform  legislation  that  would 
allow  states  and  their  municipalities  to  determine  the  best  use  of  PEG  support  -  whether  for 
people,  facilities  or  equipment  and  eliminate  an  outdated  unnecessary  distinction  in  the 
Communications  Act  of  1934;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  submits  that  the  necessary  changes  to  the  Federal  Communication  Act  of  1934,  as

WHEREAS,  According  to  federal  estimates,  marijuana  is  California's  number  one  cash

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  legislation,  AB  390,  is  estimated  to  bring  billions  of  dollars 
in  annual  revenue  from  fees  and  sales  and  excised  taxes;  and,

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WHEREAS,  Multiple  local  jurisdictions  in  California,  including  San  Francisco,  have

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  74,000  Californians  were  arrested  for  marijuana  offences,  80 
percent  of  these  arrests  being  misdemeanor  charges,  which  resulted  in  taxpayers  footing  a 
bill  which  is  estimated  at  $1  Billion  dollars  a  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Thirteen  states  already  regulate  medical  marijuana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  already  collects  taxes  on  various  aspects  of  the  medical

WHEREAS,  United  States  Attorneys  serve  as  the  nation's  principal  litigators  under  the 
direction  of  the  Attorney  General;  and 

WHEREAS,  U.S.  Attorneys  are  charged  with  ensuring  fair  and  impartial  administration 
of  justice  for  all  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  U.S.  Attorneys  are  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  with  advice  and  consent  of  the  United  States  Senate;  and 

WHEREAS,  President  Obama  has  stated  his  intention  to  build  a  "Department  of 
Justice  [that]  once  again  fulfills  its  highest  purpose:  to  uphold  the  Constitution  and  protect  the 
American  people;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Attorney  for  the  Northern  District  of  California  is  the  chief  federal 
law  enforcement  officer  for  the  region,  which  stretches  from  the  Monterey  Coast  in  the  south 
to  California's  northern  border  with  Oregon,  and  from  the  Pacific  Ocean  in  the  west  nearly  to 
Sacramento  in  the  east;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Senators  Barbara  Boxer  and  Dianne  Feinstein  have  formed 
advisory  committees  to  recommend  U.S.  Attorney  nominees  for  the  four  California  districts  to 
President  Barack  Obama;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  statements  and  actions  of  Joseph  Russoniello,  the  current  U.S. 
Attorney  for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  have  raised  grave  concerns  among  civil  rights 
and  community  organizations  including  Asian  Law  Caucus,  Asian  Pacific  Islander  Legal 
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Outreach,  Central  American  Resource  Center,  Chinese  for  Affirmative  Action,  Equal  Justice 
Society,  Immigrant  Legal  Resource  Center,  Impact  Fund,  La  Raza  Centro  Legal,  Lawyers' 
Committee  for  Civil  Rights  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  Legal  Aid  Society  -  Employment 
Law  Center,  Legal  Services  for  Children,  Mexican  American  Legal  Defense  and  Educational 
Fund,  Mujeres  Unidas  y  Activas,  PODER,  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Legal  and  Education 
Network,  and  St.  Peter's  Housing  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  following  examples  highlight  Mr.  Russoniello's  questionable 
judgment: 

•  In  1982,  Mr.  Russoniello  created  a  chilling  effect  on  bilingual  voters  by  instructing 
district  attorneys  throughout  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  to  send  him  a  sampling  of 
recently  registered,  foreign-born  voters  that  had  requested  bilingual  ballots  so  that  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  could  check  on  the  voters'  citizenship  status. 
Mr.  Russoniello  proceeded  with  his  request  despite  opposition  from  then  Secretary  of 
State  March  Fong  Eu,  who  raised  concerns  about  singling  out  Chinese  and  Latino 
voters. 

•  In  1990,  Mr.  Russoniello  made  racially  insensitive  comments  about  Latinos  at  a  press 
conference.  He  responded  to  a  question  about  the  government's  war  on  drugs  by 
stating  that  San  Francisco  would  be  a  logical  place  to  look  for  drug  dealers  because 
there  is  a  "strong  Hispanic  community  in  place  that  could  provide  protection  and 
insulation  from  law  enforcement  uncovering  the  enterprise."  Mr.  Russoniello's 
comments  received  harsh  criticism  from  community  groups  and  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors,  which  called  for  Mr.  Russoniello's  immediate  resignation. 

•  The  Nation  reported  that  Mr.  Russoniello  used  the  term  "wets"  to  refer  to 
undocumented  immigrants  during  a  meeting  with  civil  rights  attorneys  in  1990.  His  use 
of  the  derogatory  term  shocked  meeting  participants,  especially  given  that  the  use  of 
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such  racist  terms  was  one  of  the  complaints  in  a  lawsuit  against  the  I.N.S.  that  Mr. 
Russoniello  was  defending. 

•  In  2008,  Mr.  Russoniello  publicly  opposed  the  dispensation  of  medical  marijuana,  and 
categorically  dismissed  legitimate  medical  marijuana  patients  by  stating  that  "the 
overwhelming  majority  of  people  in  my  view  who  are  so-called  patients  are  not." 

•  Last  year,  the  Los  Angeles  Times  quoted  Mr.  Russoniello  as  saying  that,  "the 
phenomenon  of  Hondurans  being  trucked  into  the  Bay  Area,  housed  in  Oakland  and 
sent  out  to  sell  crack  and  cocaine,  has  been  going  on  for  years..."  Mr.  Russoniello's 
generalizations  about  Hondurans  and  drug  activities  failed  to  consider  how  his 
comments  might  be  perceived  by  community  members;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  the  importance  of 
having  a  U.S.  Attorney  that  understands  San  Francisco's  diversity,  values  and  commitment  to 
equal  justice,  especially  as  s/he  works  closely  with  the  City's  law  enforcement  agencies  on 
public  safety  measures;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  has  a  duty  to  safeguard  the  well 
being  of  its  residents  and  ensure  their  equal  protection;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  President  Barack 
Obama,  Senator  Barbara  Boxer,  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  and  the  U.S.  Attorney  Nomination 
Advisory  Committees  to  appoint  a  new  U.S.  Attorney  that  is  committed  to  equal  protection  for 
all  under  the  law,  and  to  reject  the  reappointment  of  Joseph  Russoniello  as  U.S.  Attorney; 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  directs 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  offices  of  President  Barack 
Obama,  White  House  Counsel  Gregory  Craig,  Senator  Barbara  Boxer,  and  Senator  Dianne 
Feinstein.

Resolution  urging  CalTrans  to  use  funds  from  the  federal  stimulus  package  to 
immediately  resolve  the  toxicity  issue  at  Mountain  Lake  through  diversion  of  storm 
drains  flowing  directly  into  the  lake  and  replacement  of  the  outlet  and  overflow  pipe 
and  by  dredging  the  lake  to  remove  contaminated  sediments  and  fill. 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  is  one  of  the  last  two  remaining  natural  lakes  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  has  been  designated  a  toxic  clean  up  site  by  the 
Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control,  a  department  within  the  California  Environmental 
Protection  Agency;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  is  a  spring-fed  natural  lake  covering  almost  four  acres 
located  mostly  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Presidio  and  directly  east  of  State  Highway  1  just 
before  the  MacArthur  Tunnel  leading  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  serves  as  a  feeder  to  Lobos  Creek,  which  is  a  source  of 
drinking  water  for  the  Presidio;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  own  the  adjacent  hiking  trails  and 
beach  outlining  the  Lake  making  Mountain  Lake  a  focal  point  for  Mountain  Lake  Park.  The 
playground  and  tennis  courts  look  out  on  to  the  Lake,  walking  trails  wrap  around  its  shores, 
park  users  picnic  along  the  shoreline  and  families  feed  ducks  that  swim  in  the  lake;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  has  been  impacted  by  stormwater  roadway  runoff  from  the 
adjacent  Park  Presidio  Boulevard  also  known  as  Highway  1;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Since  their  inception  in  the  1930's,  a  series  of  storm  drains  collecting 
runoff  from  Highway  1  discharge  directly  into  the  lake  through  piping  underneath  and  adjacent 
to  the  roadway;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Lake  sediments  have  been  compromised  by  heavy  metals,  sediment 
and  petroleum  hydrocarbons  that  have  been  washed  off  the  roads  and  into  the  lake.  The  lake 
water  and  sediment  quality  is  also  compromised  by  other  factors,  such  as  filling  of  the  lake 
during  construction  of  the  MacArthur  Tunnel  and  Highway  1;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mountain  Lake  is  vulnerable  to  any  future  accident  or  spill  on  Highway  1 
because  of  the  Lake's  proximity  to  the  roadway  and  the  direct  flow  of  runoff  from  the  road  to 
the  lake;  and, 

WHEREAS,  To  improve  the  lake  water  and  sediment  quality,  two  actions  are 
necessary  including  (1)  diversion  of  storm  drains  flowing  directly  into  the  lake  from  the 
roadway  and  replacement  of  the  outlet  and  overflow  pipe  and  (2)  dredging  of  the  lake  to 
remove  contaminated  sediments  and  fill;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  hearing  was  held  on  this  issue  in  the  Land  Use  and  Economic 
Development  Committee  on  Monday,  February  25,  2008,  where  representatives  from  the 
Presidio  Trust  and  CalTrans  were  present;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Both  parties  bear  responsibility  for  cleaning  up  Mountain  Lake  but  have 
yet  to  come  up  with  a  plan  to  remediate  the  problems  facing  the  Lake; 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  urging  the  Presidio  Trust 
and  CalTrans  to  come  up  with  a  plan  to  clean  up  Mountain  lake  and  to  prevent  further 
contamination  as  soon  as  possible  (File  No.  080289,  Enacted  number  1 10-08,  March  14, 
2008);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  February  17,  2009,  President  Barack  Obama  signed  the  American 
Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  (H.R.  1)  to  save  and  create  jobs  and  to  get  our  economy 
moving  again;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  includes,  among  other 
things,  funds  to  invest  in  roads,  bridges,  mass  transit,  clean  water  projects  and  other 
infrastructure  projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act,  California  will 
receive  roughly  $2.57  billion  in  highway  funding  as  part  of  the  federal  stimulus  package;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  tolling  agreement  between  CalTrans  and  the  Presidio  Trust  expired 
on  January  31 ,  2009,  and  a  lawsuit  to  determine  liability  is  imminent  thereby  further  delaying 
clean-up  measures;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  CalTrans  to  use  federal  stimulus 
dollars  to  immediately  resolve  the  toxicity  issue  at  Mountain  Lake  through  diversion  of  storm 
drains  flowing  directly  into  the  lake  and  replacement  of  the  outlet  and  overflow  pipe  and  by 
dredging  the  lake  to  remove  contaminated  sediments  and  fill.

Resolution  endorsing  the  findings  and  recommendations  contained  In  the  final  report 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fair  Lending  Working  Group. 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  deepening  mortgage  crisis  that  included  an  increasing 
number  of  Notice  of  Defaults  and  Foreclosures  being  recorded  in  San  Francisco,  and 
recognizing  the  deeply  disrupting  effects  that  mortgage  foreclosures  can  have  on  San 
Francisco  neighborhoods,  and  noting  the  disproportional  impacts  that  foreclosures  have  on 
low-income  districts  and  communities  of  color,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  established  a  Fair 
Lending  Working  Group  by  Resolution  No.  1-08  (Board  File  No.  071634);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Fair  Lending  Working  Group,  comprised  of  industry,  community,  and 
City  representatives,  was  charged  with  researching  and  recommending  responses  to  the 
mortgage  foreclosure  crisis  and  convened  numerous  times  during  2008  to  develop  a  set  of 
implementable  remedies  to  the  growing  problem;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Fair  Lending  Working  Group  produced  a  final  report  containing 
findings  and  recommendations,  including  actions  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
can  take  to  help  alleviate  the  burdens  of  foreclosure  on  San  Francisco  families  and  to  reduce 
predatory  lending  practices.  The  report  is  here  attached  as  Exhibit  A  of  this  Resolution,  and  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     090284  .      ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  the  strategies  in  the  report  focus  on  the  enforcement  of  existing

•  Bolstering  and  enforcing  tenants  rights  laws  to  reduce  impacts  on  renters  during 
foreclosure  procedures;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  Commending  Restaurants  that  have  Removed  Foie  Gras  from  their  menus. 

WHEREAS,  "Foie  gras,"  or  fattened  liver,  is  the  artificially  enlarged  liver  of  a  duck  or 
goose  that  has  been  force  fed  tv\/enty  percent  of  its  healthy  body  weight  per  day  for  two  to 
three  weeks,  resulting  in  a  liver  that  is  typically  ten  times  its  normal  size;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Cal.  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  25980,  et.  seq.  will  make  it  illegal  to  sell  or 
produce  foie  gras  in  California,  effective  2012.  At  least  fifteen  countries  have  banned  foie 
gras  production,  and  only  a  few  still  produce  it;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  2004  independent  Zogby  International  poll  of  American  adults  revealed 
that  77%  agreed  that  the  process  of  force-feeding  ducks  and  geese  in  order  to  produce  foie 
gras  should  be  banned  by  law  in  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Virtually  all  animal  protection  groups  recognize  foie  gras  as  inherently 
cruel,  including  the  Humane  Society  of  the  United  States  (HSUS),  the  American  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  (ASPCA),  In  Defense  of  Animals  (IDA),  Farm  Sanctuary, 
and  the  Animal  Protection  and  Rescue  League  (APRL);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chef  and  restaurateur  Wolfgang  Puck  recently  implemented  a  nine-point 
animal  welfare  program  for  all  of  his  restaurants,  including  those  in  San  Francisco,  that 
eliminates  the  use  of  eggs  from  battery  cages,  veal  and  pork  from  confinement  crates,  and 
foie  gras,  and  adds  healthy  vegetarian  selections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  his  Board  has  already  passed  resolutions  favoring  cage-free  eggs,  and 
72%  of  San  Francisco  voters  approved  Proposition  2  in  November  2008,  in  which  California 
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voters  overwhelmingly  banned  other  cruel  factory  farming  practices  such  as  battery  cages, 
veal  crates,  and  pig  gestation  crates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Commission  if  Animal  Control  And  Welfare  recently 
passed  a  resolution  commending  restaurants  that  have  stopped  selling  foie  gras  before  the 
California  statewide  ban  goes  into  effect,  and  encourages  San  Franciscans  to  avoid 
consuming  foie  gras;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  The  Board  Of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  commends  the  many  restaurants  that  have  stopped 
selling  foie  gras  before  the  California  statewide  ban  goes  into  effect,  and  encourages  San 
Franciscans  to  avoid  supporting  this  extreme  form  of  animal  cruelty.

Resolution  proclaiming  March  22,  2009  to  be  Timothy  Pflueger  Day  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Timothy  Pflueger  was  born  in  1892  in  San  Francisco  and  grew  up  in  the 
Mission  District,  where  he  lived  most  of  his  life  at  1015  Guerrero  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  being  a  partner  in  the  architectural  firm,  IVIiller  &  Pflueger  in 
San  Francisco,  which  designed  many  major  landmarl<  buildings,  Pflueger  was  also  a  major 
contributor  to  the  culture  of  the  city  where  he  lived  until  his  sudden  death  in  1946;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  became  an  architectural  draftsman  in  San  Francisco,  working  as 
a  young  teenager,  beginning  his  career  during  the  rebuilding  of  the  city  amid  the  rubble  of  the 
Great  Earthquake  and  Fire  of  1906,  joined  the  San  Francisco  Architectural  Club,  where,  in 
addition  to  his  early  work  at  the  downtown  firm  Miller  &  Colmesnil,  he  continued  to  learn  the 
architectural  trade,  was  taught  in  the  Beaux  Arts  style,  and  designed  his  first  building,  a 
country  church,  known  as  Our  Lady  of  the  Wayside  in  Portola  Valley,  completed  in  1912,  and 
now  a  California  Registered  Historical  Landmark;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  continued  to  show  talent  as  a  young  architect  and  subsequently 
designed  the  Castro  Theatre  in  1922  and  the  Alhambra  Theatre  in  1926  for  the  Nasser 
Brothers,  both  designated  San  Francisco  Landmarks,  and  after  becoming  a  partner  with 
James  R,  Miller,  his  mentor,  and  through  a  contract  with  Pacific  Telephone  &  Co.  with  Miller  & 
Pflueger  and  architect  Alexander  Aimwell  Cantin,  designed  the  city's  first  major  high-rise 
skyscraper,  the  Telephone  Building,  completed  in  1925,  followed  by  450  Sutter  in  1929,  two 
iconic  and  influential  skyscrapers  in  the  Moderne  or  Ziggurat  style  of  the  Jazz  Age,  now 
referred  to  as  Art  Deco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  also  designed  the  Paramount  Theatre  in  Oakland,  now  a 
National  Historic  Landmark,  two  San  Francisco  Stock  Exchanges,  several  public  schools. 
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theatres  in  the  city  and  beyond,  several  cocktail  lounges  after  the  end  of  Prohibition,  including 
the  famous  "Top  of  the  Mark"  in  the  Mark  Hopkins  Hotel  and  the  Cirque  Room  in  the  Fairmont 
Hotel,  the  Union  Square  Garage,  the  I.  Magnin  flagship  store  in  Union  Square  and  many 
homes  in  San  Francisco  and  on  the  Peninsula;  and 

WHEREAS,  throughout  his  lifetime,  Pflueger  loved  to  work  with  artists  and  integrated 
their  work  into  his  architecture,  especially  local  ones  including  Ralph  Stackpole,  Robert 
Boardman  Howard,  Esther  Bruton,  Sargent  Johnson,  and  the  famous  Mexican  muralist  Diego 
Rivera,  who  Pflueger  brought  to  San  Francisco  in  1 930  and  again  in  1 940  as  part  of  the 
Golden  Gate  International  Exposition,  to  paint  murals  in  conjunction  with  his  work,  murals  that 
still  adorn  walls  in  private  and  public  spaces  in  San  Francisco  and 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  was  also  chairman  of  the  board  of  architects  which  worked  with 
the  State  of  California  engineers  in  designing  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  and 
accompanying  buildings,  such  as  the  Transbay  Transit  Terminal,  and  also  served  on  the 
board  of  architects  for  the  1 939-1 940  World's  Fair,  also  known  as  the  Golden  Gate 
International  Exposition,  where  his  work  was  among  the  most  modern  of  the  fair,  including  his 
designs  of  the  Federal  Building,  the  California  State  Building,  and  the  Court  of  Pacifica, 

WHEREAS,  as  an  architect  and  in  his  additional  work  as  a  director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Association  and  a  founding  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art,  now 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  Pflueger  made  many  major 
contributions  to  the  architectural  and  cultural  fabric  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  his  40-year 
career  in  San  Francisco,  and  to  the  lives  of  his  clients,  builders,  engineers,  artists  and 
artisans  who  enjoyed  working  with  him  and  others  in  his  office  in  San  Francisco,  where  he 
was  loved  by  family  and  friends  and  where  many  of  his  contributions  are  extant  and  still 
admired  by  San  Franciscans  and  visitors  today;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supen/isors,  in  recognition  of  Timothy 
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Pflueger's  significant  and  valued  contributions  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  hereby  proclaims

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Opera  House  is  undergoing  the  most  significant  renovation 
and  restoration  project  in  its  history.  This  local  historic  landmark  (built  in  1888)  must  remain  a 
vibrant  contributor  of  programming  and  gathering  point  for  cultural  experiences  for  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,This  grant  award  will  allow  the  first  steps  of  the  interior's  renovation  to 
begin  and  this  is  part  of  a  large  effort  on  behalf  of  the  entire  San  Francisco  family  to  restore 
the  Bayview  Opera  House  and  surrounding  plaza.  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
serves  to  oversee  all  facility  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  and, 

WHEREAS.This  grant  does  not  create  any  new  positions,  and  will  not  require  an 
amendment  to  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs  in 
the  grant  budget;  and, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Arts  Commission  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  accept  and  expend  the  $5,000  match-fund  on  a  one- 
to-one  basis  from  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  for  its  purpose.  This  grant 
period  is  from  July  9,  2008  to  July  9,  2009;  and. 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission  is  authorized  to  execute  on  behalf 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  necessary  Grant  Award  Agreements  for  the 
purpose  of  overseeing  maintenance  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  and, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission  is  to  implement  and  carry  out  the 
purposes  specified  in  the  applicable  grant  application  and  provide  all  procurement  of  goods 
and  services,  and  maintain  auditable  records  of  all  expenditures;  and, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  historic  buildings  restoration  will  serve  for  continued 
neighborhood  revitalization  and  increased  community  engagement  and  have  a  positive  impact 
on  this  critical  intersection.  The  Bayview  Opera  Hose  revitalization  has  been  a  city  priority  for 
years. 
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
